The  Fifty-Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Toronto  Hospital  for  Incurables  was 
lu'kl  at  the  Hospital  on  Friday  afternoon,  October  26th,  1928,  at  three  o'clock. 

The  Meeting  was  opened  with  Devotional  Exercises  con<lucted  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Bryan. 

The  President,  Mr.  John  Firstbrook,  occupied  the  chair  and  with  him  "n  tiie 
platform  was  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Ontario. 

Reports  were  presented  by  Miss  Cook,  Superintendent;  Dr.  Edmund  E.  King, 
Chairman  of  the  Medical  Board,  and  Miss  Groat,  vSecretar^'-Treasurer. 

A  Resolution  was  moved  by  Mr.  Firstbrook,  seconded  by  Mr.  Baird,- — That 
the  Reports  as  presented  be  adopted  and  printed  for  distribution,  which  was  carried 
unanimously. 

A  Resolution  was  moved  by  Dr.  King,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fred  Ratcliff,  and 
carried  unanimously,  naming  the  Board  of  Management  for  the  ensuing  year. 

A  short  address  was  given  by  His  Honour,  Mr.  Ross,  after  which  Miss  Cook 
presented  Mrs.  Ross  with  a  handsome  bouquet  of  chr\''santhemums. 

The  National  Anthem  was  sung,  following  which  a  Reception  was  held  liy 
Miss  Mortiiner  Clark,  Mrs.  Ambrose  Kent,  and  Miss  Cook  in  the  Lady  Mortimer 
Clark  Residence  for  Xurses,  where  refreshments  were  served. 


OPENING  ADDRESS 

The  Ch.-\irmax  (Mr.  John  Firstbrook):  I  am  sure  you  will  all  agree  with  me, 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  that  we  are  highh^  favoured  in  having  with  us  this  afternoon 
His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Mrs.  Ross.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BOARD 

October,  1«»28 

In  ])rc\s«.'ntinj;  tlu'  Annual  Mc-ilical  RcjHjrt  I  liavc  much  jjlcasurc  in  announcing 
lliat  \\v  liavt  (lurinji  tin.-  year  incrcasi-d  our  bed  capacity  by  scvcnty-tivc-  beds,  making 
at  present  a  Icjlal  uf  325  beds  availal)le.  We  have  aecom])hslied  this  liy  taking  over 
and  reniodeUing  the  West  wing,  which  was  fonnerlN-  the  Nurses'  Residence,  and 
als')  by  taking  over  the  space  occupied  by  the  emjjloyees  and  transferring  them 
to  better  and  more  desirable  quarters  over  the  new  Power  Plant.  This  has  been 
our  dt'sire,  an<l  a  necessity,  for  a  long  period  of  time  and  has  only  just  now  come 
to  fniition. 

The  Cameron  wing,  also  known  as  the  Cancer  wing,  has  been  renf)\ated,  bright- 
ened and  the  ventilation  improved  and  has  a  capacity  of  IS  beds.  At  the  j)resent 
time  we  have  a  Cancer  population  of  10. 

The  general  admission  to  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year  has  been  IKi,  their 
numerous  diseases  arc  taliulated  and  attached  to  this  report. 

There  occurred  in  the  Hosjiital  72  deaths,  which  is  rather  a  low  death  rate, 
particularly  when  we  see  1(3  of  these  occurred  from  Hemiplegia  (Apoplexy)  and 
Ki  from  Cancer.  The  summary  in  this  particular  respect  is  that  at  Sei)tem])er  3()th, 
li)27,  there  was  a  population  of  223  and  at  the  end  f)f  this  >-ear  there  was  a  popula- 
tion of  253,  which  is  an  increase  of  30.  We  had  14  jiatienlsdischarged  for  reasons — 
imjirovement,  desire  to  leave,  etc. 

It  has  been  a  desire  of  the  Govennnent  to  supervise  the  patients  of  all  Public 
Institutions  and  check  up  on  the  necessity  for  their  remaining  in  the  Institution 
as  charges  on  the  Government.  It  has  required  filling  up  a  very  large  form,  and  a 
great  mniibcr  of  questions  (24),  and  a  summary  of  the  needs  and  requirements  of 
each. 

This  has  necessitated  a  great  deal  of  labor,  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  almost 
completed.  This,  of  course,  will  not  have  to  be  repeated  because  it  is  the  intention 
to  have  this  fomi  tilled  in  when  the  patient  is  admitted,  leaving  only  the  summary 
of  attention  to  be  fille<l  in  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

It  has  been  ver>-  difficult  at  times  deciding  on  the  admission  of  certain  appli- 
cants; those  who  had  incurable  maladies  yet  not  requiring  active  medical  care; 
those  who  had  attained  old  age  from  70-90  with  such  things  as  paralysis;  those 
aljle  to  go  about  and  attend  to  their  wants  at  the  homes  of  friends  or  relatives; 
and  it  has  lieen  very  hard  to  refuse  certain  cases,  but  it  is  necessary  at  times,  so 
that  the  beds  will  not  b.»  crowded  by  those  who  are  not  seriously  ill. 

The  word  Incurable  does  not  appW  in  reality  to  this  Institution,  as  by  treat- 
ment and  massage  ten  have  been  so  much  improved  that  they  have  been  able  to 
leave  the  Institution;  not  better  but  much  improved. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  Hospital  a  few  waiting  the  decision  of  the  Govern- 
ment as  to  their  disposal.  The  lack  of  facilities  for  Aged  Persons  Homes  is  very 
marked  in  the  Pro\'ince.  We  will  undoubtedly  have  to  carry  these  people  until 
the  Government  can  secure  proper  accommodation  for  them. 

The  Medical  supervision  of  all  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital  is  under  tiie  super- 
vision of  Dr.  F.  C.  Harrison,  who  devotes  a  consideralile  time  each  day  to  this 
duty,  and  the  members  of  the  staff  also  attend  to  a  visiting  jjcriod  each  month. 

The  Medical  Board  recommend  the  ai)j)ointment  of  Dr.  C.  A.  Wells  as  an 
addition  to  the  vStaff,  and  also  the  appointment  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Robinson  as  pathologist  _ 

The  in\;estigati()n  of  Cancer,  its  cause  an<l  treatment  is  at  the  present  time 
very  active  in  the  me<lical  world,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Hospital  for  In- 
cural>les  will  be  able  U>  supply  some  data  from  which  these  ends  may  be  helped 
in  their  attainment. 

During  the  i)ast  year  the  Staff  has  lost  one  of  its  active  members,  Dr.  Allen 
Atlams,  who  is  removed  in  the  i)rime  of  health  by  the  dread  scourge,  pneumonia. 


With  our  present  buildings  and  dwelling  accommodation  for  the  nursing  staff 
we  are  probably  as  well  equipped  to-day  as  any  Institution  of  its  kind  in  the  Dom- 
inion. 

The  patients  are  all  cheerful  and  appreciate  the  kindly  attention  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Staff.  Complaints  must  arise,  but  they  are  exceedingly  few  and  in  most 
cases  easily  met. 

The  members  of  the  permanent  staff,  the  Superintendent,  Miss  Cook,  the 
Housekeeper,  Miss  Bowman;  the  Dietition,  Miss  Coulter;  the  Head  Nurse,  Miss 
Delany,  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  Miss  Groat,  invariably  aid  the  Staff  of  visiting 
Doctors  with  every  courtesy  and  attention.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

Your  Honour,  Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

The  year  that  has  just  come  to  a  close  has  been  crowded  with  business  activities 
as  was  the  previous  year.  The  Power  Plant  to  the  north  of  this  building,  with  the 
Laundry  and  accommodation  for  the  male  and  female  employees,  was  finished  and 
occupied  before  Christmas.  The  New  Annex,  linking  up  the  extra  accommodation 
for  patients  made  possible  by  reconstruction  of  the  building  vacated  by  the  nurses, 
has  been  completed  during  the  year  and  two  floors  are  now  occupied  by  patients. 
The  laying  of  linoleum  on  the  floors  of  the  wards  and  corridors  on  the  third  floor 
of  the  Annex  was  left  over  for  a  time  because  of  having  ample  accommodation  at 
present  without  using  that  section  and  also  because  of  the  heavy  expense  connected 
with  so  much  reconstruction. 

In  the  Basement,  the  new  Dining-room  for  employees  was  finished  and_  a  Demon- 
stration Class  Room  for  nurses  arranged.     The  rooms  formerly  occupied  by  the 


Laundry  have  bt-cn  converted  into  fine  storerooms  and  some  of  the  old  storerooms 
are  now  used  by  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  for  supplies. 

The  next  step  is  the  extension  of  our  Kitchen  which  is  much  too  small  to  meet 
the  extra  demands.  The  old  gas  range  in  the  kitchen  was  worn  out  and  the  new 
one  just  installed  this  month  is  half  as  large  again  as  the  old  one  and  should  be 
sufficient  for  the  extra  cooking  that  will  be  needed  for  the  additional  patients. 

In  caring  for  a  building  of  this  size,  especially  as  old  a  buiUling,  it  is  astonishing 
how  much  attention  is  required  to  keep  it  in  a  semblance  of  order.  On  the  outside, 
each  year  the  roof  has  to  be  gone  over,  the  eavc  pipes  repaired,  loose  bricks  replace<i. 
chimneys  need  attention,  and  this  year  our  groimds  were  so  badly  torn  up  through 
building  in  so  many  places  that  considerable  money  had  to  be  expended  on  them. 
For  years  our  neighbors  to  the  south  have  comjilained  that  in  the  Spring  especially, 
the  water  from  our  grounds  flooded  their  cellars  and  caused  other  damage.  Before 
fixing  the  grounds  a  complete  system  of  tile  drainage  was  placed  under  the  lawn 
which  should  help  to  a  great  extent  in  making  the  Hospital  less  damp  and  we  hope 
it  will  also  do  away  with  the  flooding  of  our  neighbors'  cellars.  This  alone  was  a 
great  expense,  and  after  the  men  got  through  we  had  little  left  of  the  lawn  but  our 
trees.  This  work  and  the  work  of  turning  the  sod  and  seeding  the  lawn  covered 
most  of  the  summer  months  and  while  the  patients  missed  ha\ang  as  much  space 
as  usual,  as  they  were  confined  to  the  Dunn  Avenue  side,  it  should  be  very  beautiful 
next  year. 

Inside,  we  have  been  more  or  less  upset  due  to  reconstruction  and  extension- 
As  one  section  or  department  was  finished  it  was  painted  and  made  ready  for  occu- 
pancy, but  while  the  rest  of  the  Hospital  came  in  for  routine  care,  that  is  walls  and 
ceilings  washed  every  few  months,  etc.,  it  has  been  neglected  in  such  matters  as 
painting  and  other  improvements.  Each  year  there  seems  to  be  so  many  demands 
for  plastering,  carpentry  and  painting.  This  year  many  of  the  wards,  bathrooms, 
pantries  have  needed  extensive  repairs  in  plastering  and  the  bathrooms  and  ser\'ing 
pantries  in  the  Main  Building  are  being  painted  following  the  plastering.  In  the 
year  to  come,  it  will  be  necessary  to  paint  many  of  our  wards  and  corridors.  The 
wards  in  the  New  Annex  are  ven,'  attractive  and  pleasant  and,  in  order  that  the 
patients  remaining  in  the  Main  Building  may  not  feel  that  they  have  been  over- 
looked, it  will  be  necessary  to  make  some  changes  and  do  considerable  decorating. 

Each  year  there  is  considerable  outlay  for  beds  and  other  articles  of  furniture. 
This  year  we  have  had  to  funiish  the  Annex  as  well  as  replace  broken  pieces.  Many 
of  our  patients  spend  twenty-four  hours  of  the  day  on  their  beds,  accounting  for 
the  many  beds  and  mattresses  required  to  keep  them  comfortable. 

Last  year,  through  the  generosity  of  the  Occupational  Therai)y  Society,  we 
had  a  part  time  Instructress  in  that  Department.  This  year  we  were  fortunate  in 
securing  the  full  time  service  of  Miss  Lindsay,  who  has  established  that  Dcjiartment 
here  and  is  gradually  interesting  a  few  more  patients.  They  now  occupy  the  room 
in  the  basement  at  the  south  below  the  verandahs  but  we  hope  before  long  to  be 
able  to  enclose  with  glass  the  space  in  readiness  on  the  roof  of  the  Annex.  There 
they  will  have  sunshine  and  a  beautiful  view  of  the  City  and  the  lake. 

We  also  hope  for  a  Gj-mnasiuni  where  any  who  wish  may  take  exercises  and 
help  bring  back  loss  of  power  in  liml)S  and  become  less  helpless.  The  public  is  apt 
to  think  that  we  care  only  for  the  aged.  We  have  manv  patients  ranging  from 
seventeen  to  forty-five  and  unless  'there  is  something  to  interest  and  help  these 
younger  members  of  our  family,  they  have  an  empty  outlook  for  the  future.  While 
shut-in  and  unable  to  enjoy  much  that  the  world  has  to  ofifer  by  way  of  diversion 
and  amusement,  some  of  them  put  up  a  brave  fight  and  get  more  out  of  life  than 
many  who  are  well  and  out  in  the  world.  Usually  there  is  a  dark  period  of  adjust- 
ment. Then,  if  given  half  a  chance  and  the  handicap  is  not  too  great,  they  find 
something  in  which  to  take  an  interest  and  perhaps  become  helpful  to  others  and. 
in  so  doing,  find  their  happiness. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  for  free  admission 
of  patients  and  their  escorts  daily;  to  the  Royal  Winter  Fair,  through  the  kindness 
of  Mrs.  Wm.  Inglis,  for  free  entrance  for  forty  patients  to  an  afternoon  performance 
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in  the  Coliseum;  to  the  Ontario  Motor  League  for  a  dehghtful  drive,  with  candy 
and  tobacco,  this  September;  to  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hamilton  for  a  chicken  supper  followed 
by  a  concert  for  which  the  programme  was  arranged  by  Mr.  Charles  Ross  and 
Mr.  McCann;  to  the  Exhibition  ^Midway  Entertainers  for  an  afternoon's  performance 
on  our  grounds;  to  the  City  Dairy  Co.  Limited,  for  ice  cream  for  the  patients  and 
stafif  on  several  occasions;  to  the  City  Dairy  Co.  Band,  for  a  concert  on  the  lawn; 
to  Mr.  Allen  Neilson  for  an  ice  cream  treat;  to  Mrs.  Wm.  Inglis  for  furnishing  patients' 
sitting-room,  and  to  many  others  for  concerts  and  treats,  all  of  which  have  been 
greatly  appreciated. 

We  appreciate  greatly  the  willing  help  of  the  Clergy  who  conduct  our  Sunday 
afternoon  service  and  minister  to  our  patients  generally.  There  are  many  very 
kind  visitors, — I  will  not  mention  any  names,- — -they  are  very  unobtrusive  to  say 
the  least,  who  come  almost  weekly  with  some  little  treat  for  some  of  the  less  for- 
tunate members;  take  them  for  motor  rides  and  out  to  church  or  tea,  perhaps,  and 
return  them  just  ever  so  much  brighter  and  more  ready  for  the  daily  trials  of  an 
invalid.  When  trying  to  thank  one  of  them  one  day,  she  assured  me  she  got  more 
happiness  out  of  it  than  she  could  ever  put  in.  We  need  just  such  people  to  take 
an  interest  in  our  patients.  If  you  are  not  already  acquainted  and  have  an  after- 
noon occasionally,  come  out  and  spend  it  with  them.  The  Annual  Sale  of  patients' 
work  is  on  Saturday,  November  24th,  and  they  would  be  so  happy  to  have  you  come. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  the  resourceful  Dr.  F.  C.  Harrison  as  House 
Physician.  He  is  never  too  busy  or  occupied  to  be  interested  in  the  slightest  wish 
of  the  patients.  Dr.  King  and  the  other  members  of  the  Medical  Board  are  also 
always  within  reach  if  needed. 

The  Report  of  the  Training  vSchool  will  be  published  in  the  Annual  Report- 
While  this  Report  deals  with  the  Pupil  Nurses,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  appreciation,  not  only  of  the  House  Staff  which  consists  of  Dr.  Har- 
rison, House  Physician;  Miss  Groat,  Secretary-Treasurer;  Miss  Coulter,  Dietitian; 
Miss  Bowman,  Housekeeper;  but  also  the  different  vSupervisors,  the  graduate  and 
undergraduate  nurses,  who  help  make  up  the  personnel  of  the  Hospital.  Any 
<legree  of  success  to  which  we  have  attained  is  due  to  their  untiring  efforts,  their 
devotion  to  the  patients  and  their  wish  to  be  of  service  to  the  Hospital  and  the  Board 
of  Management.

REPORT  OF  TI II-:  SECRETARY-TREASURER 

Vour  Honour,  Mr,  Prcsiiitnt,  Latlies  and  Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  ])rivileye  to  present  at  this  Fifty-fourth  Annual  Meeting  the  Rejxirts 
of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  for  the  year  ended  September  IJOth,  1U2S. 

The  Board  of  Mana^^iement,  com[)Osed  of  twenty-seven  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
meets  monthly  to  receive  ai)iilications  for  admission  to  the  Hosjjital  and  to  consider 
the  financial  and  administration  jjrolilems  which  have  greatly  increased  with  the 
enlargement  of  the  institution.  It  may  be  information  for  those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  the  Hospital  to  give  the  names  of  the  f  )niccrs,  who  arc  as  follows: — President, 
Mr.  John  Firstbrook;  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  W.  A.  Baird,  K.C.,  M.P.P.,  and  Mr. 
S.  B.  Gundy;  Lady  Directresses,  Miss  Mortimer  Clark,  Mrs.  Ambrose  Kent,  while 
Dr.  Edmund  E.  King  is  Chainiian  of  the  Medical  Board  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Harris  is 
the  Sccretarj'. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  we  refer  to  the  loss  sustained  by  the  death  of 
Mr.  Reuben  Millichamp — a  Member  of  the  Board  for  some  twenty  years  and  a 
Trustee  for  the  past  ten  years,  who  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  experience.  We 
also  deplore  the  passing  of  Dr.  Allan  Adams,  who  was  a  Member  of  the  Medical 
Board  for  nearly  twenty  years  and  who  was  most  generous  in  his  service,  particularh' 
in  visiting  ajijjlicants  for  admission.  The  death  of  Lady  Hendrie,  an  Honourary 
Member,  was  also  deeply  regretted  as  she  had  been  most  interested  in  the  Hospital 
during  her  tenure  at  Government  House. 

At  the  1st  of  October,  1927,  there  were  223  patients  in  the  Hospital.  During 
the  year  there  were  IIG  admissions,  making  a  total  of  339  for  the  year;  72  deaths 
occurred  and  14  were  discharged;  one  woman  was  well  enough  to  return  to  her  home 
and  two  men  left  to  resume  employment,  while  three  patients  returned  from  the 
Western  Hospital  where  they  had  gone  for  dental  treatment.  We  greatly  appreciate 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Western  Hospital  when  we  require  such  or  any  service. 
These  statistics  indicate  that  we  have  admitted  .5()  more  patients  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  that  28  more  deaths  occurred.  We  have  a  number  of  patients  who  have 
been  with  us  for  ten  to  twenty  years,  but  of  those  who  passed  away  there  were 
twenty  who  were  here  from  two  days  to  three  months,  while  ten  others  were  less 
than  six  months  in  the  Hospital.  It  is  obvious  that  these  patients  required  more 
than  ordinary  nursing  care.  The  ages  of  patients  admitted  ranged  from  seventeen 
to  ninety-three  years. 

Our  Financial  Statement,  audited  by  Clarkson,  Gordon,  Dilworth,  Guilfoyle 
&  Nash,  with  minute  attention  to  every  detail,  will  be  pubHshcd,  as  is  customary, 
in  the  Annual  Report,  of  which  we  will  be  pleased  to  send  copies  to  all  who  would 
care  to  receive  them.     We  will  now  gi\-e  you  only  the  outstanding  features. 

The  total  Expenditure  for  the  year  for  Maintenance  amounted  to  S22r»,. 376.21, 
and  the  Receipts  inclu<led  ?39,5 18.40  from  the  Province  of  Ontario;  .?87. 134.00  from 
the  City  of  Toronto  for  patients  on  City  Orders;  .S37,t)32.53  from  paying  j^atients, 
and  §18,555.71  from  subscriptions  and  other  receipts.  We  commenced  the  year 
with  an  Overdraft  of  SS,3(>().()1,  and  closed  wth  an  Overdraft  of  .?3, 535.57,  and  an 
indebtedness  to  the  Bank  for  a  loan  of  ,?40.000. 

It  is  probable  that  by  next  Annual  Meeting  we  will  have  completed  ])ayments 
on  our  new  Bui'dings,  Furnishings,  Equipment,  etc.,  that  is,  the  contractors  will 
have  been  jiaid  but  not  our  indebtedness  to  the  Bank.  We  will  then  be  in  a  position 
to  give  the  complete  cost  of  the  alterations  and  additions.  Up  to  the  preserit,  an 
expenditure  of  nearly  .?.500,000  has  l>een  made  on  the  Nurses'  Residence,  tlit  Boiler 
House,  Laundr>',  Dormitories  and  alterations  in  the  okl  Nurses'  Residence  to  get 
it  i)repared  for  the  use  of  ])atients,  the  Annex  connecting  that  Building  with  the 
Main  Building  and  the  Furnishings  for  all.  Towards  this  expenditure  we  have 
received  §125,000  from  the  ProvincL'  of  Ontario,  the  same  amount  from  the  City  of 
Toronto,  S5,905.00  ii-  sjiecial  subscrii)tions  and  SG3,50()  has  been  transferred  from 
the  Hospital  Cai)ital  and  Savings  Account.

ADOPTION  OF  REPORTS 

The  Chairman:  Your  Honour,  2vlrs.  Ross,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  It  is 
not  my  purpose  to  make  any  lengthy  remarks,  but  rather  to  exercise  my  privilege 
of  moving  the  adoption  of  the  three  Reports  to  which  you  have  just  listened.  I  am 
sure  that  all  of  you  have  been  most  intensely  interested  in  what  3^ou  have  heard. 

This  Hospital  was  founded  fifty-four  3^ears  ago.  Its  first  location  was  then 
much  nearer  the  centre  of  the  city,  although  relatively  perhaps  farther  out  than  it 
is  at  present  or  has  been  for  some  years.  Later,  this  property  was  purchased  and 
the  central  part  of  the  main  building  was  erected,  and  it  has  been  added  to  from  time 
to  time.  As  Miss  Groat  stated  in  her  report,  when  all  the  outstanding  accounts 
are  paid  we  will  have  spent  in  excess  of  S500,000  on  buildings — the  nurses'  residence, 
boiler  house,  laundry,  quarters  for  our  help,  and  the  addition  to  connect  the  main 
building  with  the  former  nurses'  residence — and  even  then  there  will  still  be  room 
for  further  expenditures. 

I  should  like  to  go  into  detail,  but  I  shall  not  wean,^  you  with  that.  We  see 
many  things  that  can  be  done  to  improve  the  physical  condition  of  the  Hospital. 
These  will  take  time  and  will  require  the  expenditure  of  a  great  deal  of  money,  but 
judging  from  the  support  we  have  had  in  the  past  I  am  sure  it  will  be  forthcoming 
when  it  is  needed. 

Mr.  Baird,  our  Vice-President,  will  second  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  tliese 
three  reports. 

Mr.  Baird:  Your  Honour,  Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  Before 
Jormally  seconding  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  three  most  excellent  Reports 
which  have  been  submitted  for  our  consideration,  I  should  like  to  add  mj'  personal 
word  of  appreciation  of  the  great  compliment  which  has  been  paid  this  Hospital 
by  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Mrs.  Ross  in  being  here  this  afternoon. 
We  have  indeed  been  honoured. 

The  three  Reports  submitted  present  in  a  concise  and  condensed  form  a  record 
of  the  activities  of  the  Hospital  in  its  various  departments  during  the  past  vear. 
As  is  always  the  case,  the  Reports  have  been  exceedingly  modest  and  have  kept 
in  the  background  the  splendid  work  which  has  been  done  personally  by  those  who 
presented  them.  ' 

To  Dr.  King,  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Board,  to  Dr.  Harris,  the  Secretary  of 
that  Board,  and  to  the  various  well-known  specialists  and  general  practitioners 
throughout  the  city  who  have  so  kindly  volunteered  their  services,  our  best  thanks 
are  dus  at  all  times.  To  Dr.  Harrison,  whose  services  have  been  mentioned  in  two 
of  the  reports,  we  are  extremely  grateful.  Without  him  I  scarcely  know  how  we 
would  be  able  to  get  along. 

The  report  of  ]\Iiss  Cook,  the  Superintendent,  is  in  its  usual  breez}^  concise 
and  helpful  form.  Miss  Cook  always  has  suggestions  to  offer  for  the  betterment 
of  conditions  not  only  for  the  patients  in  the  Hospital,  but  for  the  Board  who  en- 
deavour to  keep  things  running.  We  are  always  under  obligation  to  Miss  Cook 
for  her  helpful  suggestions.  I  do  not  know  whether  she  realizes  it  or  not,  but  the 
Board  depends  upon  her  to  a  verj-  great  extent  in  all  their  deliberations. 

To  Miss  Groat,  too,  we  are  extremely  grateful.  Her  report  necessarily  deals 
with  figures  and  statistics,  which  are  ver\-  often  somewhat  dr\',  but  I  think  you  will 
agree  that  in  her  report  she  makes  them  intensely  interesting.  Her  books  are 
splendidly  kept,  her  records  could  not  be  better,  and  although  she  is  not  always 
able  to  present  a  balanced  budget  at  the  end  of  the  year  I  assure  vou  it  is  not  her 
fault.

If  I  heard  the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  correctly, 
two  of  your  patients  left  you  to  be  married,  so  I  am  sure  the  doctors  and  nurses 
of  this  hospital  are  worthy  of  special  consideration.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRANT  MACDONALD  TRAINING 
SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 

MAY  18th,  1928 

Mr.  Chairman,  Members  of  the  Graduating  Class,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

In  presenting  a  brief  Report  of  the  Training  School,  I  wish  to  give  you  an 
outline  of  the  history  of  the  School.  While  the  Hospital,  which  started  as  a  Home 
on  Bathurst  Street  in  the  year  1S72,  a'ways  had  a  nurse  and  attendants  for  the 
patients,  it  was  not  until  1903  that  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  was  organized. 
In  1906  the  name  of  the  institution  was  changed  to  "Hospita'  for  Incurables"  and 
later  an  Affiliated  Course  was  arranged  with  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  New- 
York  City,  so  that  the  students  now  have  two  months  Acute  Medical  and  Surgical 
Nursing,  two  months  Pediatrics,  two  months  Obstetrics,  two  months  Operating 
Room  and  two  months  Out  Patients'  Department  or  Emergency  experience. 

The  Students  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  Years  have  the  advantage  of  the  Cen- 
tralized Lecture  Course  at  the  University  of  Toronto,  with  a  short  course  in  ^lassage 
and  one  month's  practical  experience  in  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  Teaching  and  Supervising  Staff  is  composed  of  Miss  Hiscocks  as  part  time 
Instructress;  Miss  Delany,  who  assists  with  the  teaching  as  well  as  the  Supervising; 
Miss  Coulter,  B.A.,  who  gives  a  course  in  Dietetics,  Invalid  Cookery,  and  the 
Misses  Lynch,  Lawson  and  Forman,  who  assist  with  the  Supervising. 

We  have  in  the  Training  School  nine  students,  who  are  graduating  to-night; 
seventeen  students  in  Affiliation  in  New  York;  eighteen  students  in  the  Junior 
Year  and  ten  probationers.  We  also  have  8  Graduate  Nurses  in  charge  of  the 
different  Departments,  and  a  few^  other  nurses  who  assist  with  the  routine  ward 
work  and  care  of  the  patients. 

The  constant  demand  for  extra  beds  for  patients  made  it  necessar\'  to  extend 
the  Hospital  and  since  the  Nurses'  Residence  was  near  enough  to  connect  up  and 
remodel  for  additional  wards,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  build  another  residence 
for  nurses.     It  has  taken  considerable  time  to  do  all  the  reconstruction  and  building 
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connected  with  making  this  extension  but  we  now  have  desirable  accommodation 
for  about  one  hundred  nurses  and  will  soon  increase  our  bed  capacity  for  patients 
froin  240  to  300  beds. 

I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  valuable  service  rendered  the  Hospital,  not 
only  by  the  students  in  training,  but  by  the  graduates  and  outside  nurses  on  our 
Staff.  At  best  the  work  is  discouraging  and  the  nurses  who  make  a  success  of  it 
must  have  unusual  qualilicalions. 

On  behalf  of  the  Staff,  I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Graduating  Class  and  assure 
them  of  our  sincere  best  wishes  and  of  our  conlinued  interest  in  their  future  work. 
We  trust  you  will  not  become  indifferent  or  disinterested  and  think  that  it  is  all 
over  just  because  you  no  longer  attend  Classes.  We  have  tried  to  create  in  you 
the  desire  for  knowledge,- — tried  to  give  you  a  practical  interest  in  your  associates 
and  the  sick  entrusted  to  your  care, — tried  to  help  you  develop  into  useful,  ca])able 
women.  We  trust  you  will  continue  your  interest  in  your  studies.  Perhaps  you 
may  take  a  Post  Graduate  Course  in  some  special  work  that  appeals  to  you  most 
but,  in  any  event,  we  trust  you  will  continue  to  read  books  of  educational  value. 
If  you  come  up  to  our  expectations  for  you,  the  Training  School  will  have  reason 
to  be  proud  of  you.
